SCIENTIST OPERATED ON 14TH 
TIME FOR X-RAY INJURIES 


Dr. Charlies Vaillant Has Lost Both 
Arms as Result of Experi- 
ments.

PARIS, Sept. 30.—Dr. Charles 
Vaillant, who years ago opened in 
France the first laboratory for the 
study of X-rays and their applica- 


disease, underwent his fourteenth 


operation at the Hotel Dieu yester- 
day. For many years he suffered 
from the effects of handling X-rays 
before it was realized how danger- 
ous they were. 

It was soon after Roentgen’s dis- 
covery of X-rays that Dr. Vaillant 
opened his laboratory. He worked 
for some time before the X-rays 
took effect.

Jurisdictional Quarrel. 

Officers of the three companies 
bombed last night attributed the 
attacks to the jurisdictional quar- 
rel between Schading’s union and 
the Sign Hangers’ Union, both af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Both unions claim 
the right to hang electrical signs. 
The companies bombed employ 
members of the Sign Hangers’ Un- 
ion and have turned deaf ears to 
Schading’s insistent demands that 
they discharge the sign hangers 
and hire his electricians. 

The first of last night’s bombings 
was at the Zeiser Bros.’ plant on 
Grand boulevard, where the bomb 
was thrown on the roof of the one- 
story building. It demolished a sky- 
light and damaged equipment and 
glass sign materials within the 
building. Albert J. Zeiser, secre- 
tary-treasurer, said the damage was 
$700. 

Two Following Explosions. 

Seven minutes later, and two and 
a half miles away, came the Kirn 
company bombing. Hastening there 
police found the bomb had missed 
its mark, landing on the sidewalk, 


on Lucas avenue just east of the 
Sign company’s building. The Kirn

That bomb blasted a hole 
inches deep and a foot in diameter 
in the sidewalk, broke a large plate 
glass window in the sign company 
building, and shattered 90 other 
windows in residences on that block 
of Lucas avenue. 

Hardly had police reached the 
scene of the Lucas avenue bombing 
when they heard the roar of the ex- 
plosion on Lindell boulevard, a half 
mile to the west. 

Auto Seen Speeding Away. 

Just before the Lindell boulevard 
bombing Fred Kelbal, 2236 Howard 
street, had stopped his automobile 
at Theresa avenue and Lindell 
boulevard, to wait for a traffic sig- 
nal change. Kelbal saw a large 
black sedan, occupied by several 
men, speed east on Lindell boule- 
vard, slow down as it passed the 
Crystal Sign Co., and speed on 
east. 


A moment later there was a 
blinding flash and a_ tremendous 
noise as the bomb exploded in the 
entrance to the sign company’s 
three story building.

JANITORS: ON STRIKE 


School Says Reduced Endow- 
ment Will Not Permit 
Wage Increase. 


Washington University was pick- 
eted today by its janitors and other 
building service workers, who went 
on strike for higher wages and 
shorter hours. 


| The strike followed the refusal of 
ithe university to grant the wage 
demand on the ground that reduced 
income from endowments will not 
| permit any increase in operating 
costs. The building service work- 
ers, janitors, watchmen and main- 
tenance men, were paid a minimum 
salary of $80 a month and demand- 
ed $110. An increase of $30 @ 
month, to $90, was asked for three 
maids. 

A vote to strike was taken last 
Friday and reaffirmed at a meet- 
ing of the 39 union members last 
night. The strikers are members 
of Building Service Employes’ Lo- 
cal Union No. 50, of the A. F. of L., 
and represent all but three of the 
university building service staff, J. 
TT. Latham, president of Local 50, 
stated. 

About 25 strikers paraded in front 
of the main university entrance, at 
Lindell and Skinker boulevards, 
when students reached the campys 
this morning. Smaller picket groups 
were at two automobile entrances 
on Forsythe boulevard and at an- 
other entrance on Skinker. Each 
group carried a placard asserting 
that the school was unfair to Local 
Union 50. Some students paused 
to make snapshots of the strikers, 
or to shout a joking remark. A 
squad of Clayton police at the scene 
found no call for their services. 

Instructors unlocked their own 
classrooms and, if they saw fit 
dusted their desks and_ chairs.

WINNER OF $150,000 HELD 
FOR $69,000 INCOME TAX 


Arrested on Smuggling Charge, But 
Will be Tried on Indictment 
Charging Evasion. 
By the Associated Press. 

EL CENTRO, Cal. Sept. 30.— 
Alejandro Vega, 35 years old, ship’s 
pantryman who won $150,000 on a 
sweepstakes ticket, was held in jail 
here yesterday in default of $20,000 
bond, charged with failure to pay 
$69,000 in Federal income taxes. 

Vega was arrested in Yuma, Ariz., 
last night on charges of smuggling 
three ounces of gold into the United 
States from Mexico without paying 
duty. 

Vega said he was not subject to 
United States income tax laws be- 
cause he was a resident of Mexico. 
When arrested, he had $278 with 
him. 

Vega was indicted in Los Angeles 
two weeks ago by the Federal 
grand jury on charges of evading 
income taxes. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Benjamin Harrison 
said this charge superseded the 
smuggling charge. 

Vega is alleged by Federal au- 
thorities to have gone to New York 
in 1936 to collect his lottery win- 
nings, They said he married and 
spent all but $10,000 of the money. 


100,000 SPANIARDS WHO FLED 
TO FRANCE TO BE SENT BACK 


Only Those Unable to Travel Ex- 
empted; Recent Insurgent Gains 
Drove Many Over Border. 

By the Associated Press. 

BAYONNE, France, Sept. 30.— 
The French Government decided to- 
day to repatriate nearly 100,000 
Spaniards who have fled _ into 
France since the outbreak of the 
Spanish war. 
| In announcing its decision to 
| Bayonne authorities, the Govern- 
ment advised that only those un- 
able to travel because of sickness 
would be exempted. Women and 
children, as well as men, were in- 
cluded in the order. 

A few weeks ago the concentra- 
tion of Spanish refugees in France 
became so dense that available ac- 
commodations were jammed and 
the Government was forced to for- 
bid further evacuations from Span- 
ish Government territory. 

Nevertheless, the continued ad- 
vance of Spanish insurgent forces 
into Northern Spain drove thou- 
sands more Spaniards from the 
country, many of them boating 
across the Bay of Biscay to French 
: ports.

District of Columbia Tribunal 
Rules on Publication of 
Business Secrets. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia ruled today 
that corporations have a right to 
seek court aid to prevent disclosure 


by the Securities Commission of in- 
formation regarding their organiza- 
tion. 

The ruling was given in an opin- 
ion by Associate Justice D. Law- 
rence Groner in three cases involv- 
ing orders which the S E C con- 
tended were not subject to court 
review. 

The cases, the merits of which 
the court did not touch, involved 
the Bulova Watch Co., Inc., the 
American Sumatra Tobacco Corpor- 
ation and the International Nickel 
Co., of Canada, Ltd. 

The corporations objected. to 
S E C publication of such facts as 
gross sales, cost of goods sold, in- 
ventory reports, remuneration of 
officials and employes, profit and 
loss statements, and certain por- 
tions of expenses for maintenance 
and repair, depreciation, taxes, 
rents and royalties. 

The commission contended that 
the right of appeal to the courts 
was granted by Congress only in 
those cases where disclosure orders 
were made without hearings. 

“It is fundamental that property 
rights of the citizen may not be put 
in jeopardy or destroyed in any pro- 
ceedings before an administrative 
board without notice, hearing and 
judicial review, and we think it is 
not correct to say ... that Con- 
gress intended to deny the 
right of review,” the opinion said. 

The three corporations had filed 
seourities registration applications 
with the commission. 


FIRST GRADES OPEN IN CHICAGO | 
AS PARALYSIS CASES DECLINE 


Kindergartens to Begin Monday 

Unless Disease Again Shows 

Alarming Outbreak. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Thirty-six 
thousand first graders began troop- 
ing to classrooms today, after wait- 
ing 23 days for an outbreak of in- 
fantile paralysis to abate. 

Their return, following that of 
high school students on Sept. 16 
and upper graders Monday, was 
simultaneous with lowest single day 
reports for prevalence of the dis- 
ease since the outbreak started in 
the middle of August. 

Only one new verified case and 
two suspected cases were reported 
to the Board of Health. 

The decision to call the first grad- 
ers was reached at a meeting of 
the Board of Health last night. 
Unless there is an alarming increase 
in the number of cases, kindergar- 
tens, with 54,500 pupils, will begin 


classes Monday.

To Sink Junks in Yangtze. 

A fleet of Chinese junks, loaded 
with stones, was taken up the 
Yangtze River 80 miles north of 
Shanghai to the Kiangyin forts 
where they will be sunk in order to 
strengthen the present barrier there 
against attacks by Japanese war- 
ships. 

Chinese expect Japan to make a 
joint aerial and naval attack on 
this vital barrier, which is the main 
protection of Nanking from the ad- 
vance of the Japanese fleet into the 
interior. 

The American army transport 
Chaumont arrived today from 
Chefoo and Tsingtao, up the coast, 
with 500 women and children, the 
families of American naval officers 
and sailors, on the way to Manila. 

The Chaumont took on 100 ad- 
ditional refugees from Shanghai 
and will sail tomorrow for Hong- 
kong. There 20 of the Americans 
will be transferred to the liner 
President Wilson for San Francisco, 
The others will continue to Manila.

In the face of a persistent fire, 
Gen. Miguel Aranda’s shock troops 
drove up six peaks west of the 
mountain town of Tarna, in the 
Oviedo-Leon provincial border re- 
gion, and drove the Government 
troops from their strategic en- 
trenchments. The 5000-foot peaks 
are known as Maderas Ridge. 

Gijon is some 30 air miles north 
of the Leon Province border but 
a push along the curving Nalon 
River would be considerably long- 
er. Capture of the Biscayan port 
would virtually wipe out Govern- 
ment resistance in the Spanish 
northwest. 

While this mountain fighting was 
in progress yesterday, double col- 
umns of insurgents moved toward 
Gijon from the east. A brigade 
moved on Cangas de Onis after 
occupation of the nearby village of 
Onis. A second column arrived at 
Lake Ercina, a short distance from 
Covadonga. Both Covadonga and 
Cangas de Onis are more than 30 
air miles east of Gijon. 

Little Action in Aragon. 

Insurgent headquarters said the 
northeastern, or Aragon front, was 
relatively quiet after Tuesday 
night’s struggle for areas which 
might give the Madrid-Valencia 
forces a route for transportation 
of munitions and supplies, if non-

NANKING, Sept. 30. — Judging 
from the activities of Japanese se- 
cret agents in these parts, they 


must be feeling the strain of war 
seriously. They are offering bribes 
to Chinese officials in Shantung 
,and Shansi Provinces to cease op- 
posing Japan and to assist them in 
the formation of an autonomous 
state of the five provinces north 
of the Yellow River. 

Further evidence of their difficul- 
ties is provided by Japan’s treach- 
erous use of Chinese colors as in- 
signias on their airplanes in order 
to attack our various air fields and 
the continuous dishonesty of their 
radio broadcasts that flood in upon 
our people. 

Their disguised planes enabled 
them to bomb the Kwanteh Air 
Field yesterday and today one 
scouted the Wuhu field. Finding it 
unarmed, this plane led 12 others 
there to bomb it and destroy four 
unarmed Douglas planes used for 
training purposes. 

The Japanese are piling proof 
upon proof that an undeciared war 
possesses possibilities of subjugat- 


ing a weak nation in a way that 
does not exist under the canons of 
international laws which govern 
declared wars. They are making 
the fullest possible and undeterred 
use of this situation.

British Open Inquiry Into Subma- 
rine Attack on Fishing Fleet.

LONDON, Sept. 30. — An _ in- 
formed source said today that Bri- 
tish colonial authorities at Hong- 
kong had opened an official in- 
quiry into the sinking of a fleet of 
Chinese fishing junks by a Japan- 
ese submarine. Some 300 Chinese 
were said to have been killed in the 
attack on the vessels, some of 
which were reported under Hong- 
kong registry and, consequently, 
British protection. 

The inquiry was based on the 
story of the attack told Hongkong 
authorities by the captain of the 
German liner Scharnhorst. Despite 
Japanese denials, the informed 
source insisted that the Scharn- 
horst had called at Hongkong on 
Sept. 27. The German vessel’s cap- 
tain reported at that time that he 
had picked up survivors from the 
only junk which managed to es- 
cape during the attack. Several of 
them were wounded and were placed 
in a Hongkong hospital. 

Later, passengers arriving at 
Hongkong aboard the British liner 
Kaying said they saw a Japanese 
destroyer riddle two Chinese junks 
with machine gun fire Sept. 27. The 
steamer picked up two survivors. 
Previously the Kaying rescued sev- 
eral Chinese from two rafts. They 
said they had been forced to take 
to the rafts when a Japanese sub- 
marine torpedoed the junks in their 
fishing fleet.

Oak, named after a plantation 
owner who aided the public schools 
after the Civil War. 

While there are fewer oaks in 
the Middle West appearing in the 
records of noteworthy trees, one of 
them, known as Council Oak, at 
Sioux City, Ia.. marks the site of 
an encampment of the Lewis and 
Clark expedition. 

Scientific treatises on the oak 
credit it with being “king of the 
forest and patriarch of trees, un- 
rivaled in stature, strength and 
longevity.” 

The American Tree Association, 
at Washington, which has listed 
many trees in its Hall of Fame, has 
under consideration the inclusion 
of Missouri’s Big Oak on its roster 
of famous trees. 


Owner of Land Near Big Ook Will- 
ing to Sell to State. 

James E. Shannon, president of 
Shannon Bros. Lumber Co. of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., owners of much of the 
land near the Big Oak in Missis- 
sippi County, Missouri, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by telephone 
today that his concern would be 
willing to sell some of its property 
to the State, if a proposal to pre- 
serve the great tree and the sur- 
rounding forest should be carried 
out. 

The price, he said, probably 
would be about $125 an acre. The 
company owns somewhat more than 
2400 acres in the district, lying 
in an irregularly shaped piece 
about five miles long and as much 
as a mile wide. The part near the 
Big Oak comprises about 400 
acres, Shannon said. 

All hardwood on the land is be- 
ing cut by the company and Shan- 
non was unable to say how close to 
boundary near the large tree his 
logging operations had extended. 
However, he declared that, if tim- 
ber in that vicinity had not been 
cut, he would refrain from remov- 
ing it while the State proposal was 
under consideration. He expressed 
willingness to confer with State of- 
ficials and co-operate in the plan, 
selling either forest or cutover 
land, as desired. 

Owner Willing to Sell. 

The Big Oak is on an 80-acre 
unit of the joint forest holdings 
of the Missigsippi Valley Hard- 
wood Co., Inc., of Memphis and A. 
W. D. We's, Quincy (Ill.) paper 
manufacturer and capitalist. O. O. 
Emmons, secretary-treasurer of the 
Mississippi Valley company, said 
yesterday the boundary of their 
property and the Shannon concern’s 
was about a quarter of a mile from 
the big tree, but Shannon was of 
the opinion the line was not more 
than 100 feet from the tree and 
perhaps considerably nearer 


An offer to sell 40 acres around 
the Big Oak at $100 an acre was 
made to a group of Mississippi 
County business men last July by 
the Mississippi Valley company, As 
was told yesterday, Emmons ex- 
pressed willingness to sell more, if 
desired by the State, but was not 
prepared to say how much more 
or what the price would be. 

Weis, reached at Quinc,, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was in accord with the offer to 
sell the 40 acres at $100 an acre. 
Asked whether he would agree to 
sell more, if requested by the State, 
he replied: “I don’t know that we 
would; we bought the land for the 
timber, because we needed the tim- 
per. If the authorities want to talk 
to us, we will confer with them, 
but there has been no official ap- 
proach yet.” He gave assurance, 
as had Emmons, that there was no 
intention of cutting the Big Oak 
soon.

PAYS $780,976 TO CREDITORS 


$803,170 Received for Issue; $300,000 
of Amount Disbui ed Repre- 
sented Employes’ Back Pay. 

A check for $803,170 was received 
yesterday by St. Louis County in 
payment for the $800,000 in bonds 
the county sold Sept. 9 to.a syndi- 
cate of banks and bond firms. 
County Treasurer Maurice Dwver 
immediately issued 12 checks for a 
total of $780,976, for which creditors 
of the county had obtained judg- 
ments in friendly suits. 

Four checks, totaling $616,215, 
went to a committee of trustees 
representing 2995 creditors, the re- 
mainder to individuals and corpora- 
tions filing separate suits. About 
200 claims against the county for 
back debts totaled $11,500, not in- 
cluded in the judgments, will be 
paid when general revenue funds 
become available, Comptroller Ed- 
win O. Harper said. About $300,000 
of the amount paid represented 
employes’ back salaries. 

The payment received yesterday 
included a premium of $1304 on 
the bonds and accrued interest. 
Cost of the bond issue election and 
other expenses sent the total out- 
lay in connection with the issue to 
$808,676.

TELLS CHANGED STORY 
OF LOST ESTATE FUNDS 


August W. Thimmig Says Only 
$49 Was Stolen, Declines 
to Account for $3610. 


August W. Thimmig, unemployed 
bond salesman, changed last night 
the fanciful story he had related 
earlier that he was robbed Tuesday 
night of $7159,. half belonging to 
an estate of which he is adminis- 
trator. He signed a statement at 
Lafayette Avenue Police Station as- 
serting that only $49 was stolen, 
Capt. Arthur McGuire said today. 


In drawing up the written state- 
ment, he declined to account for 
the $3610 he said was due the es- 
tate, and in reply to the direct 
question said: “I'll tell that in 
court.” He admitted, however, that 
his first account of having lost con- 
sciousness between the time he en- 
tered his automobile after eating 
at a St. Louis sandwich stand, and 
when he was found, gagged, in his 
automobile near Troy, IL, was false. 
The new version offered investi- 
gators was that he drove in the 
afternoon toward Benld, Ill., and 
that he stopped his machine near 
Troy and got out for a few min- 
utes. Two men who apparently had 
followed him in another machine, 
seized him when he _  seturned, 
gagged him, and he knew nothing 
more until he was aroused about 
midnight by Madison County (IIL) 
deputies. 


The strange circumstance of the 
revolver with one loaded and four 
discharged cartridges found on the 
seat beside him, remained unex- 
plained, as did the fact that two 
empty envelopes, one bearing his 
mame and the figures “$3500,” and 
the other, “Vogel estate, $3610,” 
were on the floor of the machine 
with his rifled wallet. In his first 
report, he told police the sums not- 
ed on the envelopes had been stolen 
by his assailants. 


The prisoner proved a difficult 
subject for questioning, frequently 
rephrasing questions put to him 
and answering in his own way or 
not at all. In one of his oral re- 
plies, but not included in the formal 
statement, he was quoted as saying 
that he had withdrawn the money 
of the estate from the bank and 
used “some of it to pay bills of the 
estate.” 


On Monday he had handed his 
niece, Mrs. Oleda F. Laux, with 
whom he lived at 1554 Mississippi 
avenue, the two envelopes, in which 
he had placed strips of paper. At 
his request, she placed them in a 
safe and returned them to him 
when he asked for them next day. 
He admitted he did not have $3500 
of his own. 


Thimmig in his original report 
said that he was taking the money 
to Probate Court to make final set- 
tlement of the estate of Mrs. Louisa 
Vogel, a distant relative.' Records 
disclosed that he had until Oct. 11 
to submit his report, and that the 
cash could not have been turned 
over until approval had been given 
by Probate Judge Glendy Arnold.

Prints of new rubber heels, found

A similar thing happened, Wells 
said, when he attempted to rob 
the lunch stand at 1309 North 
Grand, the: same day. The clerk, 
Clive Ekiss, ran out the back way, 
and Wells vaulted the counter in 
pursuit, one heel leaving an im- 
print. He got no money there. 

Wells was arrested at Grand 
boulevard end Hebert street at 4 
a. m. today, in a coupe which 
looked to Sergt. Joseph Wren and 
Patrolman Louis Reynal like the 
car described by some of the hold- 
up witnesses. At North Market 
Street Station, it was noted that 
he wore new rubber heels of the 
same brand shown by the imprint 
on the two counters. Hearing that 
witnesses were to be summoned to 
identify him, Wells confessed.

BOSTON, Sept. 30.—Ear] Russelt 
Browder, Communist candidate for 
President last year, and general 
secretary of the party, today told a 
Massachusetts Legislative Commis- 
sion, “the teachings of the Com- 
munist Party are in support of 
democracy as embodied in the 
United States Government's sys- 
tem.” | 

Browder, who said he lived in 
Yonkers, N. Y., told the committee, 
which was formed to investigate 
Nazism, Communis mand Fascism, 
“there are subversive influences at 
work in the country, directed 
against our American form of gov- 
ernment that have become suffi- 
ciently active to warrant attention. 
‘ want to deny, however, that the 
Communist party or any organiza- 
tion called Communistic, comes 
under this heading. 

“The Communist party never did, 
and never will, hold to a forcible es- 
tablishment of a socialistic pro- 
gram. The Communist party is not 
a conspirative organization. Com- 
munists are not Anarchists—not 
Terrorists. It is a matter of educa- 
tion to win a majority of the people 
toward a program of betterment.” 

Philip Frankfeld, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Communist party, 
testified today that the party “very 


effectively” supported the election 
Tuesday of Lawrence J. Connery 
(Dem.) as Congressman from the 
Seventh Massachusetts District, to 
succeed his brother, the late Wil- 
liam P. Connery Jr. 

Frankfeld was questioned by 
State Representative Edward D. 
Sirois (Rep.) Sirois was defeated by 
Connery in the congressional elec- 
tion, 40,456 to 27,136. 

Secretary Frankfeld declined to 
give the commission a list of the 
party membership, saying that it 
might “expose members to cruci- 
fixion and intimidation.”

TO CLOSE IN NEW YORK 


Shut-Down Set for Tomorrow 
as Protest Against Rising 
Meat Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—About 
5000 Kosher meat shops will close 
their doors tomorrow as a protest 
against rising wholesale prices. 

The Federation of Kosher Butch- 
ers of Greater New York, Inc., said 
2,500,000 customers would be af- 
fected. 

It will be a strike to drive down 
meat prices which have long been 
driving customers from the shop 
doors, said Samuel Jacobi, execu- 
tive secretary of the federation. 

Vegetables an Alternative. 

Deprived of kosher meat—the 
term means fit or proper and is 
grounded in a religious precept that 
through the centuries has decreed 
the kind of meats the orthodox Jew 
may not eat—customers necessarily 

ust turn to vegetabies. 

The shops that will close down 
will be in New York City proper 
and in such surrounding metro- 
politan areas as Newark and Jersey 
City, N. J., and Westchester Coun- 
ty, N. Y., Jacobi said. 

“After that—after we shut the 
doors—we don’t know just what 
will come next,” Jacobi said. 
“There's going to be a big mass 
meeting Sunday afternoon to de- 
termine what we'll do. In the 
meantime, we-are arranging a con- 
ference with Mayor La Guardia. 
The idea is to -ry to find out what 
these terrible prices are all about.” 

Won’t Say Who Is to Blame. 

Jacobi added the federation had 
asked the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to look into 
the situation. He was not ready as 
yet, he said, to make any specific 
accusations as to where the blame 
lay.

in Secret Meeting Considers 
Offer of C. A. Beaty, Which 
Has Been Opposed. 


Meeting behind closed doors yes- 
terday at City Hall, the reorgan- 
wed Municipal Art Commission con- 
sidered what to do about an offer 
of Charles A. Beaty to give the city 
a bronze monument to the mound 
builders, to be placed in the small 
triangular park at Grand and 
Washington boulevards. 

In deference to the com mission’s 
chairman, Francis D. Healy, who 
was absent because of illness, the de- 
cision’ was deferred until the next 
meeting, Oct. 13. Healy, leading 
critic of the fountain Carl Milles, 
Swedish sculptor is designing for 
Aloe (Union Station) Plaza, has in- 
formally expressed his approval of 
Beaty’s design. 

At yesterday's meeting the com- 
mission had before it the protest of 
the St. Louis Artists’ Guild against 
the acceptance of Beaty’s sculpture 
on the ground that “it does not 
meet accepted standards.” To this 
was added a resolution passed by 
the St. Louis Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects urging 
the commission to reject Beaty’s 
offer. 

The commission was informed of 
the architects’ action by Wharles 
Nagel Jr., architect member of the 
commission. The Artists’ Guild 
protest was sent to Mayor Dick- 
mann several months ago and re- 
ferred by him to the commission. 

Although Beaty proposes towaise 
$15,000 by private contributions) 
pay for the monument, the city 
would be required to spend about 
$20,000 for a fountain and granite 
base for the sculptured group. 

Bars Advertising Sign. 

During that part of its meeting 
which reporters were permitted to 
attend, the commission rejected an 
application for permission to erect 
a large advertising sign on the roof 
of the Princess Hotel, Highteenth 
and Chestnut streets, which over- 
looks Aloe Plaza. 

It also suggested to Mrs. Hay- 
mer Lowenhaupt, who had offered 
a drinking fountain to the city us 
a memorial to her husband, that 
the southeast corner of Fourteenth 
and Market streets would be an 
appropriate location.

ascertain the “relevant facts in re- 
gard to the latest appointee.”

Tydings of Maryland, co-author of 
the law, in an address before the 
thirty-ninth annual convention of 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, at Hotel Jefferson. 

His collaborator in framing the 
bill, Congressman John E. Miller 
of Arkansas, spoke at this after- 
noon’s session. 

The act, Senator Tydings said, 
was passed to protect the inde- 
pendent business man from “those 
who adopted practices with a view 
to driving him out of business.” Un- 
der its provisions, state legislatures 
were authorized to pass laws per- 
mitting manufacturers of articles 
to reach agreements with retailers 
on a minimum price at which the 
articles may be sold to the public. 
It was directed to price-cutting prac- 
tices which, independents long de- 
clared, ruined their business. 

Monopoly Charge.

OF LILLY BUSCH TRUST 


Trustees Ask Court to Decide 
Who Shall Receive li— 
Action Result of Claim. 


In a suit filed today by the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. and Adolph- 
us Busch III, trustees, the Circuit 
Court is asked to decide who shall 
receive the income from a trust 
estabished by the late Mrs. Lilly 
Busch, comprising 52,820 shares 
of the capital stock of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc. The stock, at the most 
recent market sale value, $215 a 


share, is worth $11,356,3000. 

The claim of Barbara Jane Mag- 
nus of Los Angeles, 15-year-old 
great-granddaughter of Mrs. Busch, 
to 1-26 of the income of the trust, 
is the reason for taking the mat- 
ter to court, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter was told by Attorney Dan- 
jel N. Kirby, who filed the peti- 
tion. 

The trust of stock, created by 
Mrs. Lilly Busch in 1926, less than 
two years before her death, was for 
the benefit of her heirs, after her 
death. One of these heirs was 
Mrs. Busch’s Gaughter, Mrs. Nellie 
Loeb, whose interest in the trust 
was 2-13. 

Mrs. Loeb, dying in 1934, did not 
provide in her will for her grand- 
daughter, Barbara Jane Magnus. 
The child’s guardian, however, has 
asserted that, under the stock con- 
veyance, Barbara is entitled t6 one- 
fourth of Mrs. Loeb’s 2-13 share, 
or 1-26 of the whole. The ground

That’s because the unfailing eye 
of science views and places the 
horses to the hairline and beyond 
possibility of dispute. The finish 
registered by the camera now 
satisfies fans as human eyes have 
not been able to do in the past. 

The photo shown herewith is 
sufficient explanation. In this 
race, the third at Fairmount on 
Tuesday, the leaders were lapped 
a few feet from the finish. The 
board flashed: “Camera finish!” 
A couple of minutes later the 
judges were in possession of the 
above photo and had no difficulty 
in placing the horses as follows: 
“Scobina (inside), first; Tiny 
Comet (outside), second; Moss 
Bond (center), third.” 

The margins between the horses 
are so small] that it is question- 
able if the human eye could have 
seen and registered them in the 
minute fraction of a second the 
runners held this position. To 
place them would seem humanly 
impossible. But the camera plain- 
ly records the correct order of the 
finish. 

* * . 

Fans everywhere now accept the 
camera placing, but earlier in the 
development of the camera finish 
there was still complaint, largely 
due to the lack of perfection of 
the method of photography. 

By elevating the camera and 
taking a movie of the final four 
yards of the race, photographers 
have done away with all objec- 
tions. 

Today there is no chance for 
judges to make an error such as 
occurred in the Kentucky Derby 
of 1924, when a horse that fin- 
ished many lengths back was 
placed third, and bettors holding 
show tickets on him were paid off 
while the real winners of third 
money got nothing.

canny about the “hard luck’’ of the Giants this season. 


If Col. Bill 


Terry’s forces had been afflicted with only little more of the miseries 
they might have clinched the National League flag weeks ago. 


Drop them on their heads and 
they come up wearing a wreath of 
roses. Deal them a really scurvy 
hand from the bottom of the deck 
and they'll take the jack pot. That’s 
what their rivals say, anyway, and 
it’s one of the reasons why the Polo 
Grounders are a grand short-end 
bet to lick the slugging Yankees in 
the play-off starting next Wednes- 
day. 

The failure of Lou Chiozza to fill 
Travis Jackson's old shoes at third 
base forced Terry to pull Melvin 
Ott out of right field and, in des- 
peration, plant him at the warm 
corner. That was too bad. With Ott 


in there, the Glants dropped 15 out 
of their next 53 games. 
“Harry The Horse.” 

Then, entering the home stretch, 
Gus Mancuso, the team’s great 
catcher, was injured, and there was 
mourning among the Giants’ sup- 
porters. It lasted clear until the 
next day, when “Harry The Horse” 
Danning picked the bench splinters 
out of his pants and took over the 
backstopping. Mancuso has been 
trying ever since to get his job 
back. 

There were other similar calami- 
ties, and all of them have com- 
bined to make the Giants in recent 


weeks one of the hottest, scrapping- 
est clubs that ever headed for a 
world series.

Bar- 
tell and Whitehead are regarded by 
many as the finest double-play com- 
bination in baseball. 


The only thing that keeps the 
Giants’ infield advantage from be- 
ing lopsided is the majestic pres- 
ence of Lou Gehrig on the Yanks’ 
initial sack. No one on the Giants’ 
roster can hit along with the “Iron 
Man,” who is around the .350 mark 
for the season. McCarthy, while 
coming back in the past month to 
prove himself a sparkling defense- 
man and a timely hitter, is fully 75 
points below Gehrig in the aver- 
ages.

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PATRICIA MAGUIRE’S BRAIN 
GIVEN TO SCIENCE FOR STUDY 


Autopsy Shows Woman, Who Was 
Ill Five Years, Definitely Had 
Sleeping Sickness. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 30. — The brain 
of Patricia Maguire was given to 
science yesterday in the hope that 
research may produce new informa- 
tion of help in combating sleeping 
sickness. Miss Maguire, who suf- 
fered from the disease for five years 
and seven months, died Tuesday 
night. Although the immediate 
cause of death was pneumonia, the 


_ long siege of sleeping sickness had 


made her vulnerable in the final 
illness. 

It was through the wish of 
Patricia’s mother, Mrs. Peter Miley, 
that the infected brain was ordered 
turned over to the Northwestern 
University Medical School for ex- 
amination. : 

An autopsy was performed short- 
ly after death. The examination 
showed that Miss Maguire defi- 
nitely had encephalitis (sleeping 
sickness), that the frontal lobe of 
the brain had atrophied. It further 
disclosed pneumonia and «= an 
ovarian cyst. Miss Maguire was 
taken to the hospital last Sunday 
for an operation to remove the cyst. 

Encephalitis was manifested by 
inflammation in the mid-brain. The 
disease is caused by a virus s0 
small that it cannot be observed 
under a miscroscope. 

Miss Maguire’s funeral will 
held Saturday. 
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BLAMES POLITICS FOR 
HIS CANCELED PAROLE 


Kentucky Office-Seeker, Who 
Signed Another’s Name, to 
Return to Prison. 


By the Associated Press. 

HINDMAN, Ky., Sept. 30.—“It’s 
politics pure and simple,” C. F. 
Tate, well-to-do Hindman farmer- 
coal operator, declared today in the 
jail cell where he awaited arrival of 
Oklahoma authorities to return him 
to McAlester Penitentiary to serve 
out a term from which he once 
was paroled, 

Tate was sentenced in 1911 to 
serve seven years for manslaughter. 

“T have just about two more 
years to do, and then I'll be free 
of the whole things,” he said in 
the interview. “There had to be 
an end some time and I guess this 
time is as good as any. When this 
is over, I can start over again. I’m 
58 years old but I can still make 
a living two years from now.” 

Tate’s parole was revoked by Gov. 
E. W. Marland of Oklahoma after 
he applied for restoration of citi- 
zenship to become eligible to run 
for sheriff of Knott County. The 
Governor cited an allegedly forged 
letter on the stationery of Sheriff 
Henry Sturgill indorsing Tate’s 
plea. 

“When I was running for sheriff 
before the August primary, I went 
to Sheriff Sturgill and told him I 
was intending to ask for a pardon 
and told him I wanted one of his 
letterheads and asked him if it was 
all right for me to sign his name 
to the letter asking the Governor 
to pardon me,” Tate said. “He said 
it was all right. At the time I 
signed his name he said that if I 
had brought it to him he would 
have signed it anyway.” 

Sheriff Sturgill denied this. “Why, 
my brother, John, was a candidate 
for sheriff at the time,” he said. “I 
certainly didn’t ask that Tate be 
pardoned.” 


SWANSON CONGRATULATES MAN 
WHO HAS FIVE SONS IN NAVY 


Four Are Commissioned Officers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Swanson congrat- 
ulated Lieut. Hjalmer E. Olsen, re- 
tired, yesterday on having five sons 
in the naval service. Olsen lives 
in Waukegan, Il. 

“Such a record is indeed remark- 
able and is a manifestation of prac- 
tical patriotism of the highest 
order,” Swanson wrote. 

Swanson said it had been brought 
to his attention that Olsen was 
father of four commissioned offi- 
cers and one midshipman at the 
Naval Academy who expects to be 
commissioned next June. 

The sons are Charles E. Olsen, 
Lieutenant Commander, an instruc- 
tor at the Naval Academy; Clar- 
ence E. Olsen, Lieutenant Comman- 
der, in the Navy Department’s hy- 
drographic office; Earl K. Olsen, 
Lieutenant at the Annapolis (Md.)

| Royal Olsen, midshipman. 
| The father was born in Norway 
and entered the United States naval 
| service in 1860. He was appointed 
mate in 1897 and served aboard 
the U. S. S. Iowa during the Span- 
ish-American War.

His Arrival. 


HE WILL RETURN TO 
U. S. BY NIGHTFALL 


Executive Will Spend Night 
at Lake Crescent, Wash., 
Then Drive 200 Miles to 
Eastbound Train.

VICTORIA, B. C. Sept. 30.— 
President Roosevelt, paying a good 
neighbor visit to British Columbia, 
arrived here aboard the United 
States destroyer Phelps at 12:33 
p. m. today. As the Phelps, bear- 
in gthe President, Mrs. Roosevelt 
and their party nosed into the Og- 
den Point dock through a lifting 
curtain of mist, shore batteries 
boomed a salute of 21 guns. A 
crowd estimated at abuot 5000 
stood on the rain-drenched dock 
and cheered. A fog horn mingled 
with the cannon blasts. 

Two Canadian destroyers, which 
met the Phelps and its accompany- 
ing destroyer Porter midway across 
the strait of Juan de Fuca this 
morning at the international water 
boundary, lay outside the break- 
water as the American’ vessels 
docked. 


Plans 200-Mile Drive Before Board- 
ing Eastbound Train. 
By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Sept. 30. — President 
Roosevelt left for Victoria, B. C., 
today in a pelting rainstorm, 

Stormy weather was predicted for 
tonight and tomorrow over the 
Olympia Peninsula area, .the 
planned itinerary. Southeast storm 
warnings were ordered raised at 
all weather stations on the sound 
and along the coast. 

The President’s schedule called 
for return to the United States at 
Port Angeles, Wash., before night- 
fall. He was to spend the night 
at Lake Crescent , in the wild- 
erness of the northern peninsula 
country, and drive 200 miles to- 
morrow, encircling the peninsula 
to Tacoma before returning to his 
special train. ~ 

Refreshed by two nights and a 
day of rest after his cross-country 
trip, Mr. Roosevelt breakfasted at 
the Lawtonwood home of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Boettiger, his son-in-law 
and daughter. A two-mile drive 
through the residential district took 
them to the pier at Smith Cove 
where they boarded the destroyer 
Phelps. 


Second Visit in Year. 


It was his second good will trip 
to Canada in 14 months. Just a 
year ago he went to Quebec after 
a sailing cruise around Nova Scotia 
and held up his Western Hemis- 
phere “good neighbor” policy as an 
example for the rest of the world.

Mussolini Tells Cheering Italians 


Of Fascist Pact With Germany| 


Says He Has Joined Hitler in Policy Seeking 
Rebirth of Europe and Peace for 
Deserving Nations. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 30.—Germany and 
Italy are joined to seek a “rebirth 
of Europe,” Premier Benito Mus- 
solini told cheering thousands of 
Fascists who g :ted him upon his 
return tonight from a five-day visit 
to Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 


In one of the shortest speeches 
of his career, from the favorite bal- 
cony of his palac., the Italian Pre- 
mier electrified his followers with 
a report of his conversations with 
the German Nazi chief. 

Smilingly saluting the throng of 
200,000 outside the palace, he said: 

“Blackshirts! I bring a profound 
and in: -lible memory of my con- 
versations with the Fuehrer of 
Germany. Italian and German 
friendship in the policy of the 
Rome-Berlin axis, has become en- 
graved on the heart of two nations 
in these days and there it will re- 
main. 

“The objects of this friendship 
are strict solidarity between the 
two nations, the rebirth of Europe, 
and peace between peoples worthy 
of the name.” (In his Berlin speech, 
Mussolini had predicted that Eu- 
rope will turn Fascist and joined 


with Hitler in renewed attack upon | 


Communism.) 
Upon his arrival by special train, 


| Mussolini drove quickly by auto- 
mobile to the palace. 

The Premier arrived in Rome 
amid a burst of cannon salutes 
from artillery garrisons, prolonged 
shrilling of sirens, and the cheers 
of hundreds of thousands of cit- 
izens mobilized to hail him as a 
“returning Caesar.” 

Battalions of grenadiers, cara- 
'bineiri, police and other organized 
forces gathered, and civilian Fas- 
cists marched. 

Flares from oil lamps illuminated 
his palace, which was decked with 
hundreds. of flags. The banner of 
the Fascist party hung from the 
balcony from which Mussolini us- 
ually addresses his followers. 

Peasants in their picturesque cos- 
tumes mingled with the throngs. 
Hours before Mussolini’s train was 
due, the streets from the station 
along the Via Nacionale to Piazzo 
Venezia were lined with Black- 
shirts and soldiers. 

The triumphal arch, in the shape 
of the letter “M” and draped with 
laurel, stood at Piazzo Esedra near 
the Church of St. Mary of the 
Angels. 

Members of the Cabinet and the 
Council of Corporations, and high 
Fascist officials from all Italy, 
were summoned to welcome their 
chief and hear him speak from the 
balcony of his Palazzo Venezia. 


EPIDEMIC SPREADS IN JAPAN; 
SCIENTISTS PUZZLED AT CAUSE 


Officials Cease Announcing Death 
Toll; Disease May Be Species 
of Dysentery. 

By the Associated Press. 


TOKIO, Sept. 30.—The mysterious 
“creeping death,” an epidemic 
which already has taken nearly 300 
lives in Fukuoka province, seeped 


through the hygiene barriers around | 


the city of Omuta today into four 
neighboring communities, bringing 
52 new cases. 

Authorities, scoffing at the pos- 
sibility water sources had been de- 
liberately polluted, ceased  an- 
nouncing the death toll. The best 
bacteriologists of Japan were un- 
able to state definitely the cause of 
the disease. 

The Kyushu Imperial University 
said it might be one of five types 
of dysentery but was not sure. 
About 6000 persons have been af- 
fected. 

Despite strict measures, 40 cases 
were reported at Kumamoto, nine 
at Yamamagu, two in Fukuoka 
City and one in Nagasaki. 

Among the new cases in Omuta 
were eight policemen who had been 
sent there to aid health authorities. 
Their illness heightened the fear 
and mystery because they had been 
warned against drinking any city 
water and were not thought’ to 
have done so.

Gen. Cedillo was Cardenas’ Sec- 
retary of Agriculture until August 
when he quit after the President 
ignored his advice to move more 
slowly in agrarian expropriations.

THE REARDON CASE. 

One of the most outrageous developments, in the 
current drive of lawyers to muscle in on work now 
done competently by laymen, is the case of Joseph 
M. Reardon of St. Louis. 

In the course of his duties as employe of a collec- 
tion agency, Mr. Reardon suggested to the Brumley 
(Mo.) Farmers’ Exchange, which was in financial 
difficulties, the advisability of an assignment for the 
benefit of all the creditors. In gratitude for what 
seemed to it a sound business suggestion, the Farmers’ 
Exchange made Mr. Reardon trustee under a common 


| law assignment for the benefit of all its creditors. 


For his services, he was, of course, to be compensated. 
In the course of his trusteeship, Mr. Reardqn filled 
out certain routine legal papers, an operation not 
requiring spetial legal training. 

Mr. Reardon was charged with practicing law 
without a license and with being in contempt of 
court, in an action filed by the State Bar Commit- 
tee in the Kansas City Court of Appeals. A special 
commissioner of the court, after hearing the evi- 
dence, found Mr. Reardon had not represented himself 
to be a lawyer and was not guilty of contempt, and 
recommended that the case be dismissed. But the 
court overruled its own commissioner and found Mr. 
Reardon guilty. It fined him $100 and $605 in costs. 

Not content with this, the court ordered him com- 
mitted to Boone County jail until he paid the fine 
and costs. He did not pay and was taken into custody 
last June, but released soon afterward on a habeas 
corpus writ. 

If this is to be the practice of the State Bar Com- 
mittee, with the aid of the courts, thousands of lay- 
men who‘are now acting as collectors, accountants, 
bank officers, real estate salesmen, etc., and whose 
work requires them to fill out legal documents, are 
in peril of punishment and imprisonment. 

It is unfortunate if the legal profession has become 
so crowded that it is difficult for many lawyers to 
make a living, but it is intolerable that the condition 
should be remedied by having the courts widen the 
meaning of the term, “practice of the law,” to include 
thousands of routine transactions which laymen are 
thoroughly competent to perform and which they have 
been performing for many years with complete satis- 
faction to all concerned. 

If the Reardon case is a conspicuously flagrant 
piece of persecution, there are many others almost 
as bad. And if the courts are geing to acquiesce 
in the State Bar Committee’s selfish crusade, the 
public is soon going to find itself paying legal fees 
at every turn for unnecessary legal services. 
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ANOTHER BLOW AT THE PACKING PLAN. 

If anything further was needed to discredit the 
court-congestion argument used by President Roose- 
velt and Attorney-General Cummings when they first 
broached the court-packing scheme, it has been sup- 
plied by Chief Justice Hughes’ digest of the find- 
ings of the annual conference of senior Circuit 
Judges. 

On the basis of statistics furnished by the At- 
torney-General himself, the Chief Justice reports that 
“the question of delays in the trial of cases is one 
that should be considered with respect to particular 
districts and affords no just grounds for general criti- 
cism of the work of Whe District Courts.” 

So, in lieu of the 50 Judges, including six Supreme 
Court Justices, by which the Roosevelt packing plan 
would have enlarged the Federal judiciary, the con- 
ference recommends 12 new Federal District Judges 
and four new Circuit Judges, to sit in localities where 
the need for additions has been shown. That is clearly 
the way in which the problem should be attacked. 
Congress, upon its reconvening, should lose no time 
in giving the most sympathetic attention to the 
conference’s recommendations. There is all the dif- 
ference in-the world between this proposal and the 
court-packing and roving-Judge scheme of the Presi- 
dent’s. 
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A JAPANESE ATROCITY CONFIRMED. 

Ten wounded Chinese, rescued at sea by a German 
liner and taken to Hongkong, reported that 300 men, 
women and children had been killed when a Japanese 
submarine sank a fleet of fishing junks, and that they 
were the sole survivors. As shown in the World War 
and in the subsequent disclosures of propaganda 
methods, wartime atrocity stories are not to be 
trusted, so it is likely that many cautious observers 
suspended judgment on this episode. The report was 
speedily followed by a statement from the Japanese 
Naval Ministry denouncing it as “fabricated propa- 
ganda,” with the added assertion that stern warnings 
had been issued for warcraft “not to assault fishing 
vessels or junks entertaining no enmity.” 

Even if Japan be given the benefit of a slender 
doubt in this case, thorough confirmation of a similar 
barbarous raid is now available. Eye-witnesses— 
British and German passengers aboard a British liner 
—have arrived at Hongkong with first-hand accounts 
of seeing a Japanese destroyer riddle two Chinese 
junks with machine-gun fire. The vessel was able 
to rescue only two survivors. Previously, it had 
picked up several Chinese clinging to a raft, who re- 
ported their fishing fleet had been torpedoed by a 
Japanese submarine. 

Both sides have been heard, the evidence is in. 
Japan stands convicted of adding the slaughter of 
harmless fishermen and their families to the murder 
of noncombatants in the crowded Chinese cities, as 
part of its indefensible war of aggression. The 
League of Nations’ denunciation of the barbarous air- 
bombing tactics becomes all the more damning in 
view of this added revelation. 
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BRITAIN: BANS THE “QUICKIE.” 

The Government of Great Britain is taking a 
hand in the motion picture industry. Regulations 
have been issued consisting chiefly of a prohibition 
against making cheap pictures, or “quickies.” Where- 
as a “quickie” costs about $25,000 to produce, the 
Government has decreed that the minimum cost here- 
after must be $75,000. 

According to American standards, $75,000 is not 
a very high production cost. A number of the more 
meritorious or spectacular films cost upward of a mil- 
lion dollars. On the other hand, many of the weak 
productions shown as the “other picture” on the dou- 
ble-feature bills prevalent in St. Louis must cost 
much less than the new British minimum. At least, 
if they cost anything like $75,000, both the producer 
and the public have been cheated. 

In fact, the public is short-changed by the dou- 
ble feature anyway, for it is not once in a blue moon 
that two worthwhile full-length pictures are shown 
on the same bill. 

The double-feature evil seems to he simply a means

to whith Hollywood has resorted tn cover up its 
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lack of resourcefulness and enterprise in producing 
entertaining shorts. The public will not be fooled 
always by the purported bargain of the double-fea- 
ture bill. Instead of being stuffed beyond satiety 
by two full-length pictures, what it actually wants 
and should be given, is one intelligent, well-directed 
full-length film and entertaining and instructive 
short subjects. 

The sooner the producers meet the need for a 
high quality of short subjects with which to sup- 
plant the double-feature monstrosity, the better it 
will be for the motion picture industry. 
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EUROPE’S TWO CAESARS. 

Mussolini’s magnificently-staged call on Hitler end- 
ed with an outburst of eloquence from the two Fascist 
dictators in which avowals of peace and of eternal 
friendship between their two countries were the 
keynotes. The protestations of neither had a con- 
vincing ring. 

The peace gospel was uttered by the world’s most 
militaristic leaders and came from a background 
of marching troops, large-scale military maneuvers 
and visits to busy cannon factories. If they had been 
wholly candid, the dictators’ attitude toward peace 
would have been expressed as follows: If we can get 
what we want without war, well and good; if not, 
we'll soon be ready to fight for it. 

The atmosphere of mutual flattery and compli- 
ments was a bit too effusive for the declarations 
of friendship to be taken at their face value, De- 
spite the most resounding assertions, as to the soli- 
darity of the Rome-Berlin axis, there are certain 
fundamental obstacles to its smooth functioning, and 
no one knows them better than the two chief ac- 
tors in the pageant. 

Can Hitler have forgotten how Mussolini mobilized 
his armies at the Brenner Pass three years ago when 
a Nazi putsch in Austria seemed*imminent, after the 
Dollfuss murder? Can Mussolini fail to remember 
Hitler’s ambitions to dominate Central Europe, in- 
cluding the Danube and Balkan areas, to create a 
giant Teutonic Power on Italy’s northern border? 

The Fascist dictators are men of enormous am- 
bition and ruthless will. Their dreams of greater 
power overlap at many points. But even their tem- 
porary alliance, founded at present on an effort to 
rally Europe to a crusade against Communism (and 
perhaps later against democracy, for which they 
have the greatest contempt), represents a grave dan- 
ger to world peace. It may serve to put the other 
nations on watch against the rival but momentar- 
ily allied Caesars. 
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THE HAPPY JUSTICE. 

When he arrived at Norfolk, Justice Black told 
the reporters that he appreciated their courtesy iA 
meeting him, and added; “I am very happy about it.” 
Since the reporférs were interested in exploring the 
new Justice’s connections with the Ku Klux Klan, 
and in firing interrogatory coal scuttles and kitchen 
stoves at his head, Justice Black has a singular ca- 
pacity for happiness. Under such circumstances, 
Pollyanna herself would be excused if she broke down 
and had a good cry. 
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THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATOR. 

A pleasant incident of the President's day in Idaho, 
which our correspondent remarked, was the cordial 
exchange between Mr. Roosevelt and Senator Borah. 
The Senator could speak of the guest as “our great 
President,” and the guest, voicing a sentiment in his 
impromptu talk, could cite it as a point on which 
Senator Borah and he were in agreement. All this 
despite the fact that Mr. Borah was a leading oppo- 
nent of the court plan. 

It always has been so with Borah. Excepting Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, whose policies Borah mostly approved, 
the Senator from Idaho, throughout his long career, 
has more frequently than not been against the admin- 
istration, whether Republican or Democratic. 

He stood stanchly by Dolliver’s side in the Iowan’s 
brilliant attack on the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill that 
blackened Taft's term. He rose to forensic heights 
in his opposition to Wilson’s League of Nations and 
the whole Versailles Treaty. He joined the “ranks 
of Tuscany” in Harding’s troubled days when he de- 
fended the then untried Wheeler of Montana against 
the ambuscade of Harry Daugherty’s Department of 
Justice. When the White House was occupied by the 
“Napoleon of 30 legislative Waterloos,” as Jim Reed 
lampooned Calvin Coolidge, Borah was one of Wel- 
lington’s graduates from the playing fields of Eton. 

But despite the official wars, Borah’s personal re- 
lations with the Presidents have been delightfully 
free of bitterness. In Washington gossip, Borah’s 
disappointment at Hoover's failure to carry out the 
spirit of the agricultural legislation impliedly pledged 
to the farmers in the 1928 platform occasioned a cool- 
ness that never subsided. Even so, their mutual re- 
spect preserved the amenities. 

So it is today. The Democratic Roosevelt and the 
Republican Borah, political adversaries, shake hands 
across the partisan border in genuine esteem. 

The explanation is, of course, obvious. Legisla- 
tively, Senator Borah has been guided by the prin- 
ciple of the proposal under consideration. His posi- 
tion has been determined by the wisdom or unwisdom 
of the policy involved. Personality has never been 
permitted to enter the equation. 

Right or wrong, it is something to have been a 
public servant of Borah’s philosophy and manner, 
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LABOR’S CIVIL WAR. 

Mayor La Guardia’s warning to organized labor 
that its rift prevents the progress which the workers 
should be making is most timely. A much more ac- 
curate expression than “rift” would be “civil war.” 

If anyone doubts that the split between the vertical 
and horizontal union philosophies has thrown labor 
into civil war the proof is in what happened at Port 
Huron, Mich. When A. F. of L. members attempted 
to pass through a C I O picket line at the main gate 
of a brass works, a fist and club fight broke out, with 
the result that several men were injured seriously. 
The same budget of news brought word of rowdyism, 
presumably caused by C I O members, at a meeting 
of A. F. of L. rubber workers at Providence, R. I. 
Other instances could be cited out of recent news 
reports. 

Labor has complained, and on many occasions with 
good cause, against the employment of strikebreakers 
and thugs by employers to do violence’ to strikers 
and labor organizers. Yet labor now uses violence 
against labor. Nothing could be more calculated to 
harm the cause of labor in the eyes of the public. 

Will history record that the labor movement in the 
United States wasted a golden opportunity in internal 
strife? The answer will depend on the future course

Law: Profession or Monopoly? 


Campaign of bar would oust laymen from such accepted fields as collecting bills, cash- 
ing drafts, gathering rent, etc., magazine says; asserts attorneys, by excessive 
demands, may get less than if they had been reasonable; points out that lawyers are 
licensed in order to protect public, not to acquire the status of a privileged class. 


Editorial in the Saturday Evening Post of March 7, 1936. 


ORE than once, the Saturday Evening 
M Post has had occasion to say a good 

word for the American Bar Association 
and to commend the aggressive measures 
that it and its subsidiaries have been taking 
to raise the tone of our bar and to end 
sundry abuses that have too long been tol- 
erated. No praise can be too hearty for its 
efforts to run out of the profession those 
practitioners who live in what is a virtual 
alliance with the crooks they shield and de- 
fend. No appreciation of its campaign 
against crime can be too cordial or too out- 
spoken. 

When we speak of our lawyers, we refer 
to a body of some 175,000 men, of all ages, 
abilities, standards, temperaments and casts 
of thought, about one-sixth of whom are 
members of the American Bar Association. 
We try to judge them, as is only fair, by the 
most shining members of their guild, but 
any discussion of the profession as a whole, 
if it is to be worth anything, must not ignore 
the common average, the run of the mill. 

. . . 


Our lawyers, like our physicians and other 
professional men, have been through some 
very trying years, and in their hunt for over- 
looked business, they note that men who are 
not members of the bar act as insurance ad- 
justers, notaries and tax experts. They find 
that legal work is being done by title com- 
panies, real estate boards, automobile clubs, 
credit organizations and collecting agencies. 

In some jurisdictions, they have brought 
these matters to an issue. A notable exam- 
ple is to be found in St. Louis, where the 
Bar Association has begun action against a 
local collection-and-credit agency on the 
ground that it is practicing law without a 
license. (This case came to an end when tHe 
agency admitted the charges in the com- 
plaint and went out of business.—Editor’s 
note.) 

One of the interested lawyers told his 
fellows that in Missouri alone, the fees he 
thinks should go only to members of the 
bar, but which are now distributed outside 
the profession, amount to $2,000,000 a year. 

The credit men make a spirited defense. 
They contend that their function is not only 
an essential one but one they have carried 
on without molestation for generations. It 
is estimated that at least 90 per cent of our 


national business is done on credit, and, as 
the credit men point out, “An inventory of 
our credit structure would be an inventory 
of our entire economic system.” 

It is obvious there is a No Man’s Land 
which divides activities that constitute prac- 
tice of the law from those which must be 
classed as commercial business. There has, 
of late, been a veritable epidemic of bills, 
all aimed at making it impossible for the 
“layman” to practice law, but at this writing, 
no satisfactory and generally accepted def- 
inition of the term has been formulated. 

Some of these bills are so far-reaching as 
to do away with the right of free contract 
between a principal and his agent to do 
anything whatsoever in a representative ca- 
pacity. Many of these bills are aimed point- 
blank at collecting agencies. Some would 
even prohibit the drawing of any papers gov- 
erning property or property rights. Others 
would cripple our banks in the collection of 
out-of-town drafts for a fee, and still others 
would make it unlawful for real estate 
agents to collect rents for the clients. 

To laymen, it must look as if some of our 
lawyers had bitten off so much more than 
they can chew that they are likely, in the 
long run, to get much less than if they had 
been more reasonable in their demands,

Much as lawyers are doing for the better- 
ment of their profession, there is much that 
they are leaving undone. 

Men of high standing in the profession 
point, for example, to instances in which 
presumably reputable members of the bar 
engaged in reorganizations of depression- 
bound corporations exacted such dispropor- 
tionate fees and charges that they virtually 
picked the carcass clean and left the secur- 
ity holders nothing but the bare bones. Such 
criticisms cannot be laughed off. 

We license our lawyers, not for the pur- 
pose of setting up a privileged class, but for 
the protection of the general public. But if 
some of them had their way and succeeded 
in getting the legislation for which they are 
working, their short-lived victory would put 
a new and sharper point to the observation 
attributed to Prof. K. N. Llewellyn of the 
Columbia University Law School: “Law is 
a profession in theory and a monopoly in 
fact.” 


First Test of American Neutrality

HINA is quick to protest against Presi- 

dent Roosevelt's action in halting a Gov- 
ernment-owned ship at San Pedro and com- 
pelling it to leave a consignment of war 
planes intended for the Chinese armies on 
the California docks, 

China says this will hurt her military cam- 
paign, which is equivalent to saying that 
America, in applying our new neutrality, is 
becoming unneutral. It is the charge that 
was predicted from any nation that was hit 
by our restrictions. 

Japan, on the other hand, is reported as 
delighted with the action. And naturally. 
She does not have to depend on imports. 
What fails to reach the Chinese army will 
not fight against her. But this also is equiv- 


alent to saying, impliedly, that our neutrality 
is leading us into unneutral fields. We do 
not mean to, but we are helping Japan. 

Ali this was foreseen and talked about 
when we were discussing our neutrality law. 
We think China has to some extent mis- 
understood. This first move was to prevent 
complications off the coast of China that 
would have involved a Government-owned 
ship in conflict with the Japanese blockade. 
And on this ground, President Roosevelt was 
justified. He does not say that the planes 
cannot be shipped (if a private vessel will 
take them at its own risk). 

But if we are going to have this new type 
of neutrality, we shall have to apply it re- 
gardless of who is helped or hurt.

Seventy-five per cent of all the 
farms in Mississippi are worked by 
tenants, not by owners, and the 
whole Delta is dependent upon one 
crop—cottan. One year it ‘is fab- 
ulously rich, in terms of cash in- 
come, and breaks out in an orgy of 
buying, and the next year it is 
stone broke and looks to the Gov- 
ernment to pull it out. And this is 
true of large-scale, one-crop agri- 
culture, whether in Mississippi or 
Kansas or Canada. 


In the 10 years {n which I have! 


lived in Vermont—most of them 
years of depression—I have seen 
the sons of Vermont farmers come 
back from their ventures in one- 
crop farming on the richer soils 
of the Middle West, to find a home 
with papa, who never has had a 
bonanza year in his whole life, but 
always has had a warm house, ap- 
ples, potatoes, canned vegetables 
and fruits in the cellar, and great, 
Vn piles of wood in the 
shed, 


Farming can be either an indus- 
try or a way of life. If it is an in- 
dustry it needs to be run like an 
industry, with capital, with cost ac- 
counting, with science, with organ- 
ized attempts constantly to broaden 
the market, and profitably to 
cheapen the product by rationaliza- 
tion. 

But the farmer, even when what 
he has is a soil factory and not a 
farm, wants to be treated as an 
agrarian. He asks to be considered 
the backbone of the nation. He 
holds himself out to be the figment 
of Jefferson’s dream, when, as a 
matter of fact, he is a speculative 
business man. 

My neighbor up the road was a 
railroad worker in Ohio. When the 
depression came and he lost his job, 
he remembered that he had inherit- 
ed from an uncle a Vermont farm. 
He came of a breed of farmers and 
so he came back to the land, with 
his wife. 

He got 80 acres of hillside, a de- 
serted house in a bad state of re- 
pair and fields that hadn't been 
touched for a number of years. He 
must have had a tiny nest-egg of 
savings; probably he got a little 
more money on a mortgage. He 
painted his house, repaired its roof, 
propped up its barns and replaced 
the slats. 

I saw him start with what looked 
like less than nothing. Today, he 
has a team of good horses, a herd 
of eight or 10 cows, fine stands of 
corn for his silo, an orchard of 
young apple trees, enough chickens 
to supply eggs and poultry for his 
table and sometimes for mine, and 
a cellar stocked with food. 

He works extremely hard from 
May to November. In March, he 
makes maple syrup, with another 
farmer, on shares. 

I have seen his property multi- 
ply visjbly, his house improve from 
year to year, his land improve, his 
animals increase. In terms of cash 
income, he certainly belongs to the 
“under-privileged,” but I would ad- 
vise you not to suggest that to him. 
He woulé not like it. He belonged 
during the boom to the labor aris- 
tocracy. There is no question in 
his mind, however, that he is better 
off today than he was then. 


But if you reduced my neighbor 
to statistics, if you calculated nor- 
mal banking interest on his invested 
farm capital and added an hourly 
industrial wage for his personal 
labor—the same hourly wage that 
he once got as a railroad worker— 
you would find that my neighbor is 
statistically bankrupt. 

And so probably would be a ma- 
jority of all other Vermont farm- 
ers yesterday, today and forever.

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LEFTOVERS ARE NOT 
HOUSEHOLD PROBLEMS 


Bake These Tasty Bits in Meat 
Pies or Casserole for 
Added Touch. 


Leftovers used to be on my list 
of household “problems,” but I’ve 
suddenly discovered them to be 
positive gold mines. And, interest- 
ingly enough, there are a lot of 
other people who have become so 


dependent upon the cold potatoes 
and roast that they actually cook a 
bit extra just to assure those left- 
overs, Those bits of vegetable, 
aneat, cheese, rice, etc., provide a 
comfortable margin of safety on to- 
night’s meal that should not be ig- 
nored. 

Probably the chief advantage of 
leftovers is the fine blend of fla- 
vors you can get with bits of vege- 
tables, meat, seasonings and meat 
stock. One of the reasons that 
good roast beef hash is such a deli- 
cacy is because of just that blend. 
Beef, tomatoes, celery, onion and 
red kidney beans makes a flavor 
combination you'll not soon forget. 
Leftover lamb in a curry sauce with 
rice is a delight to any gourmet. 
Leftover veal blended with a little 
boiled ham or ham shank meat 
with peas and celery and topped 
with a cheese biscuit crust is an- 
other treat. Layers of corn, green 
beans and leftover beef or pork in 
a casserole with sauce to moisten 
is another. Ham and squares of 
raw hubbard squash baked togeth- 
er are nearly perfect for a flavor 
combination. 

Bake Individually. 

Whether you bake these combina- 
tions in a casserole, cook them gen- 
tly in a sauce pan, bake them in 
individual casseroles, or stuffed 
with peppers makes a difference in 
taste. Remember that appearance 
does count and make them as at- 
tractive as possible. 

A meat pie baked with little in- 
dividual cheese biscuits over the 
top is an appetizing dish always. 
A stew made of left-over meat and 
vegetables and finished in individ- 
ual casseroles with a ruffle of cold 
mashed potatoes around the edge 
of each is clear out of the left-over 
class. It should be called a “re- 


urn engagement” dish. 


One or two principles must be 
observed in remaking any of these 
meat and vegetable dishes. 

1. Cut the meat and vegetables 
in big enough pieces to be distin- 
guishable, or grind them through 
a coarse chopper for hash or pep- 
per stuffing. 

2. Provide enough moisture, eith- 
er in vegetables or sauce to keep 
the meat moist all through the re- 
heating. This prevents dry, indi- 
gestible dishes. 

3. Season well. A little onion, 
celery salt, Worcestershire sauce, a 
bouillon cube or two, a bit of green 
pepper, pimiento or chopped pars- 
ley all add to the flavor of com- 
bined dishes. 

Beef and Vegetable Casseroles. 

Three cups cubed cooked beef. 

One cup peas. 

Two cups tomatoes, 

Mashed potatoes. 

One-half green pepper. 

One onion. 

Two bouillon cubes. 

Melt two tablespoons butter, add 
two tablespoons flour and stir in 
two cups tomatoes. Add chopped 
onion, pepper and bouillon cubes. 
Add cubed meat, peas and place in 
large or small casseroles. Season 
and moisten mashed potatoes and 
decorate edges of casseroles with 
Bake 30 minutes 


Ham and Squash Casserole. 
One-half hubbard squash. 
Three-quarters pound ham. 

Cut the raw peeled squash into 
small cubes about one inch in size, 
*Cut the ham in similar size cubes. 


| Mix the meat and squash cubes to- 
gether in a casserole, being sure 


that the ham is covered with squash 


to prevent drying. Cover and bake 


30 minutes at 400 degrees, then un- 
cover and continue the baking for 


another 20 minutes. No seasonings 
are required, 
Succotash Casserole. 

* One cup canned or cooked corn. 

One cup cut green beans. 

Two cups chopped cooked beef 
or lamb. 

Two cups milk. 

Two bouillon cubes. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

Three tablespoons butter. 


Make sauce of butter, flour and 
milk. Add bouillon cubes and sea- 
son with salt, pepper and celery 
salt. Place alternate layers of 
corn, beans, meat and white sauce 
in casserole, cover with a thin 
layer of buttered crumbs and bake 
30 minutes in a 350-degree oven. 


PEACHY PEACHES 


Four peaches. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup water. 

One-half cup strained orange 
juice. 

Select firm, well ripened peaches. 
Remove skins and chill. Make syrup 
with sugar and water, and boil 
for 10 minutes. Cool syrup 
and add the orange juice. Pour 
syrup over the peaches and let 
stand for at least two hours. When 
ready to use, drain juice from 
peaches and place each peach on 
a small plate. Pour sauce made by 
an equal measure of whipped cream 
to the peach and orange juice over 
them. Sprinkle lightly with 
blanched almonds cut in strips.

FROZEN WATERMELON 


Four cups diced watermelon, 
Three cups powdered sugar, 
Two tablespoons sherry flavoring.

A low, even temperature in bak- 
ing is all-important. Some cooks 
prefer to start the cake in a low 
oven (275 degrees) and increase the 
heat after the first half hour to 
325 degrees or moderate.

Low oven temperature is neces- 
sary because the albumen in the 
egg white, cooked at high heat, 
becomes tough and will not allow 
the air to expand as it should. The 
result is a dismal failure, a flat 
cake and a spoiled temper. Low 
temperature means slow cooking, 
which gives the cake a delicate 
texture and, next to flavor, this is 
the important thing in angel cakes. 

Left in Pan. 

When the cake is removed from 
the oven it should be left in the 
pan and inverted on a cake rack 
until it ig entirely cooled. If it is 
taken from the pan while hot, the 
thin cell walls are soft and cannot 
support the weight of the cake. 
This is another reason for entire 
collapse. If the cake is allowed to 
| Cool while being supported by the 
sides of the pan, the cell walis be- 
'come more rigid, and when the 
|cake is taken from the pan it re- 
_tains its shape. 

If you bake a large cake, using 
about one and one-half cups of 
egg whites, have a pan that is 
at least 10 inches in diameter. The 
baking period for a cake of this | 
kind is also longer, requiring at | 
least one and one-quarter hours.

COPPER SALE AT 12 1-2 CENTS 
IS REPORTED IN TRADE 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The domestic 
copper market continued in divergent trends 
today, owing to the failure of some impor- 
tant sellers to meet yesterday's 1 cent 
reduction. 

Metal circles heard of sales at 12% 
cents a pound, up % cent from the level 
established yesterday by custom smelter 
offerings. On Monday the price was re- 
duced 1 cent from the 14-cent level which 
had ruled since last April. 

Export copper was quiet around 12.15 
cents, unchanged from the previous day. 

Yesterday large primary producers were 
reported unwilling to go to 12 cents, al- 
though they dropped to 13 cents Monday 
after a custom smelter had offered copper 
at that figure. 

Selling circles were disinclined to make 
predictions as to effect of the price reduc- 
tions in stimulating domestic demand but 
the fractional stepping up from 12 cents 
was interpreted as a sign of improvement. 
Recently buying had been at low ebb. 

Copper futures were about ™% of a cent 
higher in early dealings. Scrap copper 
was booosted % cent, following a %-cent 
cut. 

In other leading non-ferrous metals trad- 
ing was quiet with prices fairly in line 
with the previous day.

I was North. When I passed over 
the opening bid my object was, of 
course, to “trap.” East spoiled the 
trap by failing to keep the bidding 
open, and I must admit that I held 
my breath while South, my partner, 
went into a long huddle. He finally 
decided to protect a possible trap 
by me and properly reopened with 
two diamonds. I realized _ that, 
since partner’s bid was of the pro- 
tection variety, he might not have 
a great deal, but still wanted to 
insure that a game be reached and 
_at the same time wanted to disguise 
the nature of my holding in order 
to coax an eventual] double from the 
opponents. Hence my two spade 
bid. When this elicited a diamond 
rebid from South, I felt justified in 
counting him for a reasonable good 
five-card, or longer, suit. If he had 
as much as a queen in either of the 
major suits a slam would be an 
odds-on chance. 


West triumphantly banged down 
the club ace as his opening lead. 
This was ruffed, and declarer then 
laid down the diamond ace. When 
West showed out, the irksome 
guess about the diamond queen was 
cleared up. Three more leadg -ex- 
tracted East’s trumps, dummy dis- 
carding a spade on the last round, 
and then a heart was led toward 
dummy. West, holding only the 
king and one, played correctly in 
putting up the king. Dummy’s ace 
won, and the jack was returned, 
East winning with the queen. 

On a club lead back my partner 
put in the king, discarding another 
spade from dummy, 

He then led a spade and finessed. 
Just as the praise, “Nice work, part- 
ner!” was about to bubble from my 
lips, my complacency turned to 
sheer horror! The spade finesse 
naturally succeeding, partner-dear 
triumphantly called for the spade 
ace! I was so stunned that my 
opponent had to play the card for 
me. 

The wild hope flashed over me 
that maybe the heart suit would 
break anyway, but that was soon 
destroyed. The heart ten was 
played, my partner discarding his 
club jack. But East still had the 
nine spot, and when declarer ruffed 
he found himself staring at the 
luscious but comparatively worth- 
less epade queen. 

All I said was: “Jumping cat- 
fish! Why didn’t you ruff a heart 
while you still had the spade ace 
for entry?” His answer had the 
dignity of sheer simplicity.

Failure to Produce Good | 
Notes May Be Due to)

singers improve their voices, but 
I doubt whether many of them | 
really know much about it or have | 
made any special. study of voice. 
This is also the opinion of an emi- 
nent Philadelphia specialist, who 
urged before the American Medical 
Association a better understanding 
between the laryngologist and the 
vocal teacher. 

“There are few laryngologists 
who have more than a meager 
knowledge of the art of vocal 
training,” he said, “and there are 
fewer vocal teachers who have any 
knowledge of the anatomy, physi- 
ology or the phenomenon of voice 
production.” 

And this is strange, for the 
founder of our modern throat spe- 
cialty was a singing teacher, Gar- 
cia, who invented the laryngical 
mirror in order to see his own vo- 
cal chords in action. 

To keep a singer in good physi- 
cal condition, a general examina- 
tion of the entire body should first 
be made. Failure to produce good 
notes may be due to fatigue, gen- 
eral bodily weakness from anemia 
or other constitutional condition. 
“Adelle Borghi, one of the greatest 
mezzosopranos [Italy ever pro- 
duced, told one of her American 
pupils that she, at the tender age

of nine years, was examined for 
her physical fitness before being | 
accepted as a pupil, because sing- | 
ing, being an arduous physical ex- | 
ercise, requires a sound physical | 
body.” 

The adult voice derives its tone 
from the size, shape and length of 
the vocal cords. Tenors mature 
early. According to the age when 
adolescence and sex maturity be- 
gin, a woman is either the colora- 
tura, the lyric or the mezzo- 
soprano. 

An examination of the ear 
should be made in the case of 
every singer, to be sure that hear- 
ing is normal. P 

The larynx should always be ex- 
amined, not only to see whether 
there is any disease present, but 
also to determine the length and 
approximation of the vocal cords. 
A singer who strives for a higher 
pitch than his vocal cords are fit- 
ted for may strain them and ruin 
his singing voice forever. This 
straining may produce vocal nod- | 
ules. 

The sinus and air chambers of 
the nose acf as resonators, and a 
fine singer must have healthy ones. | 

During cultivation of the voice, | 
many dangers may be in the fu-| 
ture which cannot be recognized 
by the ear alone. For that reason 
the throat specialist should be 
called in for periodic examination, 
because inflammation of the vocal 
cords, vocal nodules or relaxation 
of the cords may indicate that the 
endurance of the pupil is being 
strained. 

QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

S. E. V.: “Please discuss the 
treatment of athlete foot.” 

Answer: Athletes foot is the 
slang name given to tricophyton 
infection of the skin of the foot. 
Some cases yield promptly to sali- 
cylic acid in the form of White- 
field’s ointment (salicylic acid and 
benzoic acid in vaseline). There 
are many different varieties of the 
tricophyton, some of which are 
killed by one thing, others by an- 
other. Iodine ointment (U. S. P.), 
sulphur ointment and merchuro- 
chrome have all been tried. In 
very stubborn cases, the X-ray is 


used.

St. Louis than October. If we 
consider only the general charac- 
ter of the month, as éxpressed in 
“normals,” or averages, of tempera- 
ture, precipitation, winds, clouds and 
sunshine, we view a pleasant and 
serene picture. For what better 
could one ask than October nor- 
mals, which give a mean tempera- 
ture of 59 degrees, with the cool- 
est part of the day at about 
50 degrees and warmest about 
68 degrees, with clear skies on 15 
days of the month, partly cloudy 
nine, and cloudy only sgven, and 
rain (generally in small amounts) 
on only eight days? 

But even October—the month of 
the golden mean—is spiced with a 
variety of moods and caprices. In 
its history are to be found some 
unpleasantly warm days and some 
really cold ones, spells of drouth 
and wet spells, long periods of 
bright sunshine and _e (rarely) 
stretches of gloom. For example: 
in 1879 most of the first 15 days 
had maximum temperatures in the 
high 80s, in 1899 90 degrees oc- 
curred on the 13th and 1il4th, in 
1897 daily maximum temperatures 
soared around 90 degrees during 
the first five days; on the other 
hand, some chilly spells have oc- 
curred, with minimum = tempera- 
tures in the 20s for a few days in 
1873, 1917 and 1925; also, we find 
the rainy Octobers of 1881, 1883, 
1885, 1905 and 1919. 

For downright ugliness, October, 
1925, seems to take the lead, for, 
although it.did not break records, 
except the one for minimum tem- 
perature, it was wet, cold, raw, 
gloomy—which was almost entire- 


ly out of character for October.

N O month of the year has fewer 


eraged 66 degrees, or 7 degrees 

warmer than normal, and the 
coolest, 1863, average 47 degrees, 
or 12 degrees cooler than normal, 
showing that the month has a wide 
range in average temperature. The 
highest temperature ever recorded 
in October was 91 degrees, in 1897, 
but in one year, 1895, the October 
maximum reached only 77 degrees. 
The lowest temperature ever re- 
corded in October was 21 degrees, 
in 1925, but in 1881 the lowest for 
the month was a mild 43 degrees, 
and in many Octobers freezing has 
not occurred. 

Rainfall in October (normally 
2.72 inches) has varied from as 
much as 8.74 inches in 1847 to as 
little as .21 inch in 1908. Snow has 
fallen only a few times in Octo- 
ber, and never to a depth of more

'than .3 inch. 


Frost of damaging intensity 
comes as a rule near the end of 
October. The average date of first 
killing frost is Oct® 29 for St. Louis, 
but in the more susceptible places 
(low, fully exposed places) in the 
surrounding country, the average 
date of first killing frost is sev- 
eral days earlier, or around Oct. 
24. The earliest killing frost of 
record occurred on Sept. 30, 1899, 
but in a good many years killing 
frost does not occur until after the 
end of October.

Planting of 


Evergreens

HILE the gardener waits for 
W coia weather to remove the 

leaves from deciduous shrubs 
and trees, so hé can plant them, 
the month of October becomes a 
pleasant interlude for contemplat- 
ing the beauties of the fall garden 
... and considering the new or un- 
@sual] plants which may be grown 
in the cold frame over the winter, 
for next year’s bloom. With the 
lawn already made, the only im- 
portant gardening work for Oc 
tober is the planting of evergreens, 
and the moving of peonies, iris, etc., 
which may have escaped notice last 
month. 

Some very interesting new an- 
nuals and perennials have been 
grown at trial grounds throughout 
the Middle ‘Vest, and will be on the 
market soon. A _talill-flowering, 
perennial forget-me-not is one out- 
standing introduction, while a 
bright scariet morning - glory 
(ipomoea) of the same strain as 
the heavenly blue, should do much 
to improve any garden. Its name 
will probably be Scarlett O'Hara. 

For those gardeners who have 
learned that petunias are not mere- 
ly flowers which grow anywhere, 
and who appreciate the numerous 
forms and colors, there is a be- 
wildering array of new introduc- 
tions. A new salmon pink; a very 
double form called Pink Perfection; 
a dark copper red; a fine dwarf 
purple, “Admiral”; and “Dainty 
Lady” which is as close to a true 
yellow as any petunia has come 
yet; these are only a few from the 
vast list for 1938. 

. . * 

INNIAS are also wolth watch- 
7 ing, with one pure white strain 

of the fantasy type showing 
promise, and a deep orange-yellow 
dwarf called Zinnia Linearis pro- 
viding an excellent edging plant. 
Two other introductions which 
stand up well under both heat and 
drouth are Lobelia Opal, which 
rather resembles forget-me-not in 
color, and Vinca Rosea, which does 
as well in partial shade as it does 
in full sun. 

Verbenas should be in every gar- 
den here, and besides the already 
admired brilliant pink ¥. May- 
flower, there is a new hybrid of 
V. Grandifiora and V, Erecta, 
which is reputed to have the fine 
flowering of the former combined 
with the better growing habit of 
the latter. There will also be avail- 
able the hardy Verbena Vinosa, 
which has been admired at the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden for several 
years. 

Annual phlox is always a splendid 
garden subject in this locality, and 
there are many new forms from 
which to choose. There is also an 
early blooming, light blue, giant 
aster which is distinctly wilt-resist- 
ant, and an excellent bedding 
ageratum called Riverside. And 
for those who dislike the odor of 
marigolds, Crown of Gold has 
proven itself entirely odorless. 

These rambling observations 
among the new-comers for 1938 
have only served to lead up to one 
of the most promising little an- 
nuals we have seen in years, the 
Nierembergia Hippomanica. It 
makes a mound of growth about 
six inches tall, covered with dainty, 
saucer-Shaped lavender-blue flowers 
for two months or more. As an 
edging plant, or in the rock garden, 
or wherever a low spot of color is 
wanted, it cannot be recommended 
too highly. Though it is technical- 
ly a perennial, it will have to be 
grown as an annual in our wardens, 
and seed started indoors or in the 
cold frame this winter, will bloom 
profusely for you next summer. 


Stuffed Sweet Potatoes

He was neither a brilliant 
nor a backward student, for while 
he was always an alert chap, his 
keenness was directed more to ob- 
serving what things and people 
looked like—sometimes for pur- 
poses of very revealing caricature, 
it must be admitted—than to study.

spent his spare time drawing.

It was at McKinley that he was 
given the nickname of “Chic.” Just 
why is one of those schoolboy enig- 
mas, but it suited him well. “Chic” 
was a fun-loving, quizzical youth, 
with a sense of humor sometimes 
disconcerting to teachers, ready to 
fight as well as play, but able to 
make close friends, most of which 
he has kept, 


When he received his diploma 
from McKinley, it looked at first 
as if cartooning would have to “go 
by the boards.” He had to make 
a living, and so took a course at 
a business school to help him get 
work in an office. He worked in 
offices in St. Louis for two or three 
years, and then went to Chicago 
in the employ of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railway. During 1920 and 
1921, he worked in an office day- 
times, and studied art at night. 

His cartooning career began def- 
initely when he went to Cleveland 
and started doing a girl cartoon for 
N E A feature’ service. From 
Cleveland he went to New York 
with the King Feature Syndicate, 
first doing general art assignments. 
Occasionally he “pinch hit” for the 


late Gene Knott, also a St. Louisan, 
when Gene was sick and unable to 
keep up with his work. 

His earliest New York strip was 
called “Beautiful Bab,” which was 
succeeded by “Dumb Dora,” a strip 
that quickly made his reputation, 
and which appeared for several 
years in the Post-Dispatch under 
his name. Later he relinquished 
the drawing of “Dumb Dora” and 
created “Blondie.”

“I try to picture the average girl

E HAVE a few remarks to get | 
out of our system on the sub- | 
ject of twin beds. In the first | 
place, we think they're all right in | 
their place, but they've been going | 
a lot of places the last few years | 
that they haven't any business be- | 


ing. The average bedroom in the} 


average house is too small for two | 
beds and when they are used there, | 


they eat up all the floor space and | 


tend to make the room look very 
awkward. So before you go off the 


‘deep end and decide on twin beds 
instead of a double bed, do some. 


measuring and floor planning to 


make sure that you'll have a grace-— 


ful amount of floor space left in 
the room after the beds are in. 


Another point to think about is 
the added expense of two beds. 
Remember that you have to invest 
twice as much in springs, mat- 
tresses and blankets. Not to men- 
tion the double laundry you'll al- 
ways have and the double number 
of beds to make. 


Then we're old fashioned enough 
to think that a fine big double bed 
looks handsomer in most rooms, 
though, of course, there are large 
rooms where twin beds fit with dis- 
tinction. We also like the luxury 


of wide expanse of bed to spread 


our covers over. 

But there's plenty to be said in 
favor of twin beds. Mainly that! 
many people like to sleep alone. On 
that score we'd say that if it’s your 
own permanent bed you're deciding 
on, it’s better to stretch any num-| 
ber of points and get the kind of 
a bed you'll find most comfortable ' 
because you'll spend a lot of your, 
life there. But if you're buying for 
a guest room, you can count on the. 
fact that guests usually come 
so the like-to-sleep-aloners 
will usually have it to themselves. 
anyway. And when they do come 
they'll probably survive | 
sharing a good innerspring mat- | 
tress for a night or two to accom- 
modate a gracious hostéss. 

If you're still bound to have twin 
beds, investigate those new space 
savers—two beds with a_ single 
headboard. They look like one dou- | 
ble bed because they stand togeth- 
er, thereby saving floor space. But 


use as a platter | they spring apart to facilitate bed- 
making.
